Ferdinand, the Cardi-- 
nal Infant, when he Travell’d to Ira/y, was to fee the Duke of 
Savoy. There was a long Controverfy about the Ceremonial, 
but at laft it was agreed on, that Vidor Amedaus, Duke of Savoy, 
fhould call the Cardinal Intant his Royal Highnefs, and that Fer- 
dinand {hould call the Duke only his Highnefs. Ga/fon Duke of 
Orleance took the Title of Royal Highnefs, in imitation of Fer- 
dinand , and afterwards all the Kings Sons affum’d that Title. 
Gafton having allow’d his Daughters to affume that Title. is ¢ 
Duke of Or/eance, Brother to Lewis KIV. defpifed it; and left. 
it to his Children. He chofe rather to be call'd plain Vous, You, 
with the Dauphin of Fraace, than to have a Title which did nor 
diftinguifh him from his Covfins, nor from fome other Sovereign 
Princes, who aflum’d the Title of Royal Highnefs, that they 
might not feem Infetiour to their Wives, the Daughters or 
Grand-Daughters of the King, who were Complimented with 
that Title after their Marriage. It is remarkable on this Subject, 
that though the Title ot Royal Highnefs was Invented in favour: 
of a Son of the King of Spain, yer it was not received at the 
Court of Madrid The Marefchal de Grammont, Ambaflador:

néfs to the Prince of Sparz, the’ Eldeft Son of that Monafch, he.

O Man can perform a more important. piece of Service to 
Religion, than that which M. Fague/or undertakes in this 
Treatife.

Difficulties that are not to be furmounted by Reafon, that. 









in defence of Religion is to make ufe of a fecret Enemy, who 
will defert it in the day of Battle.

i fp the firft our Author proves the Exiftence of God, by giving 
an Abridgment of the Arguments, which he has confider’d at large 
in the Sequel. He proves, with the fame Brevity, the Infpira. 
tion of the Sacred Books. Then he treats of the Ellence of Re- 
ligion, according to the Idea’s given us of it by Revelation. 
Then he proves the principal Articles of Faith by a great many 
Paffages and RefleGtions, which fhow, that thofe Articles are 


‘clearly taught in Scripture, and are very conformable to right 
Reafon. 


In the fecond Part our Author applies himfelf to clear up 
thofe Difficulries which he thinks moft confiderable. 


I. Speaking of the Infpiration of the facred Penmen, a Sub- 
ye&t which has been fo mach controverted, Mr. Faquelot asks 
how ‘far we are to extend this Infpiration, and anfwers, that it’s 
to be extended at leaft to a guidance of the Spirit of God, fo 
far that ir did not fuiter chefeé Holy Men to affert any Error in 


Doftrine, or any Falfity in Matter of Fa&. 


He asks likewife,if we have all the Works of the infpir’d Men, 
or if what we have be only Abridgments of other Books, which 
are much larger and more numerous. M. Faguelot declares, for 
the'firft of thefe Opinions, and chiefly for this Reafon, that if 
there had been other Hiltories which contain’d other Matters of & (9% 
Fatt, there’s no probability, that thofe who compos’d rhe facred © 
Hymns, as the Pfalms of David, &c. would never have alluded 
to them, or never have mention’d any Events but what are re- 
lated in thofe Books that we have. 
After thefe Preliminaries, our Author comes to his Subjef, 
and to fhow how reafonable Religion is; he begins with the Pse- 
cepts of this Religion, and finds no great difficulty to fhow their 
Conformity with right feafon. | 
He proves likewife, by many Obfervations and Inftruftive Par- 
ticulars, that Revelation has given us the pureft and moft excel- 
lent Idea of 2 Deity thar Humane Reafon can conceive ; From 
“whence we maft conclude, thar if the Sacred Authors fometims 
Speake of God ina lef Exalted manner which feems leis worthy 
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. of him, it proceeded neither from Ignorance nor want of Ex- 

prefliens, but only to accommodate themfelves to the meaneft 

Gapacitics We moft explain thofe places by others, where the 

fame Penmen have exprefs’d themielves in a more precife man- 

ner, and more worthy of the Sovereign Being. 

Then M. Faquelot {peaks of Truths revealed, which Reafon 
of it felf could never have difCoverd. Such are the Merits and 
Efficacies of the Death of Jéfus Chrilt, the Deity of the Re- 
deemer, and the Do&trine of one only God in three Perfons. He 
fhows, that the Pérfonal Union of the Deity with the Humani-. 
ty, is no more, or rather lefS, inconceivable than the Union of a 
Spirit witha Body. As to the Holy Trinity, ’tis obferv’d, that . 
the Word Perfor, apply’d to that Myftery,.is not us'd in its com- 
mon Signification , for when we {peak of three Perfons:in the 
D.ity, we don’t underftand three Divine Natures or three Gods, 
as we underftand three human Natures or three Men when we 
fpeak of three human Perfons. If we ufe this Term, -it is. be- 
cauie there is no other that.comes nearer co what the.Scriprure - 
tells us of the Myftery of the Trinity. The difference. that there 
is: between thofe that receive it,.and thofe that reject it, is, that. 
the one refufe to believe what Revelation teaches, becaufe they 
can’t comprehend it, and the others receive it without’ calling 
Reafon to their afliltance, but acquieice in God’s Authority. . 

M. Faguelot concludes his firit Pare with this Conclufion, that. 
the Chriftian Religion, in its-greateft. Myfteties, which are very.- 
few in. oumber, has nothing that’s maniteftly. contrary: to Reafon, 
and that in all the reit.it is fo conformable to the Light of Na- - 
ture, that we may fay that Revelation only condufted it. where 
it lead ir felf; . that ina Word, the Chriftian. Religion is almoft * 
nothing elfe. but the: proper Sentiment of right Reafon, enlight- 
en’d and maintain’d by the Authority. of God. ; 


Il. ‘The aft Difficulty that our Author propofes.to.folve in this: - 
2d Part, isthe manner wherein Mo/es relates. the Creation of the . 
World in the beginning of Geaejis. . 

From thence he proceeds to. the Oeconomy of the Old Tefta- ; 
ment, under the. Law ot Ceremonies... We can’t comprehend... 
wherefore God, whonis fo full of Bounty towards his Creatuses, 
abandons all Mankind to their Errors, and chofé out of all. Men. 
none but Abrabem to make a particular Covenant with him:- Qes. - 
Author, byway. of -Anfwer, lays down this Principle, 7 
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free Creature is the pg ey of the Almighty, and that Man 
having been created fuch, God ought to leave him the ule’ of his 
Fiberty. Reafon would teach him his Duty, the Promifés and 
Threatnings of God would tend to determine his Liberty to Good. 
It was proper to leave Men in this State, to exercife the ftrength 
of Reafon, which might teach them the Effence of Religion, and 
having exhaufted their Strength, they would be better difpos'd 
to own the Neceffity of Revelation and Grace. 

Moreover, the Covenant with Abrabam did no harm to Men. 
All thofe who (though out ef this Covenant} worfhipp’d God 
and liv’d in his Fear, felt the EffeSts of his Goodnefs and Mercy, 
as Lot, Melchifedec, Fob, Fetbro, and perhaps a great many o- 
thers whom the Scripture does not mention, but hints at as it 
were by thefe few Examples. ' 

i we fav, that the Sacrifices and other Ceremonies of the Law 
were not worthy of God, °*tis anfwer’d. 1. That thefe kind of 
Ceremonies were usd almoft all the World over. 2. That God 
had futficiently inftrutted the Fews, that they contain’d nothing 
inthemfelves which was pleafing to him. 3. Lattly, God would 
not have thefe Ceremonies quite void of all Meaning, becaufe 
he made them the Types anf Shadows of the main Truths of 
‘Religion. 

The Liberty of Man appears of fo great Conféquence to M. 
Faguelot, as indeed it is, that he ufes ali his Strength to explain 
and prove it well. This feems to be the beft part of his Book, 
and which will be moft pleafing ro thofe Divines that have join’d 
the Truths of Religion to the Principles of a chaft and reafonable 
Philofophy, There have been Philofophers who have denied 
Man all manner of Liberty, and taught, that Man d‘d not think 
himfelf free, but becaufe he did not perceive the invincible 
weight that turns him towards a certain fide. Our Author de- 
clares, that he underftands none of that Philofophy. He is per- 
{waded that Man has the Knowledge and Senfe of his Liberty, as 
Clear, diftin€t and lively, as the Knowledge and Senfe of his Ex- 

“itence : But to take away all Equivocation, be defines Liberty to 
be the Power that a Man bath over his Attions, fo that be does 
what he will, becaufe be will; fo that if he will 1 not. be does 
. 3 
it not at all, but does the very contrary. . Man atts often and af- 
ter a cettain manner, becaufe he would {hdw, that he is Mafter 
of his Attions. If it be obje&ted, that this is to a€t according to 

“his Capricio or Humour, it’s anfiver'd. “1, ‘That this Capr 
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what ic will, derives its original from Liberty. 2. We call i 
Capricio, when we a& again{t Reaion or without KReafon. But 
its not a Capricio, when the Reafon is a deflign to {how his Li 
berty, and becaufe the Man has always this Reafon and this Mo- 
tive at his Difpofition, he is truly free. But we own, that com- 
monly he does not a&t by this fole Motive, becaufé he atts wifely 
and reafonably. But to attin this manner, is not a thing oppo- 
fite or incompatible with a€ting freely. In truth, it’s ealy to 
perceive, that however powerful the Keafon be that perfwades 
us, we feel in our felves a fuperior Force, which renders us Ma- 
{ter of our A€tions. We.can fufpend the A€tion however power- 
ful the —— of the Reafons that perfwade us to it may be, 
we are fo far from being drawn headlong by thefé Keafons, with- 
out being able to refift, that we muft, on the contrary, give our 
confent, if we may be allowed to fay fo, permiffion to the Rea- 
fons that induce us, before they can put us on A€tion and Moti- 
on. It’s fofficient in ofder to a& freely, 1. That wecan examine 
the Nature and Weight of the Reafons. 2. That we can fufpend 
the Effe& till we examine and deliberate. 3. That we can ftop 
our Aétion as oft as there is occafion, to prove our Liberty. 
4. That the Reafons, of what weight foever, don’t make us a& 
effetually, but when we are willing, and confent to follow 
the Impreffions they make upon us. It is eafy to fee from 
thefe Principles, what confequences our Author draws from 
them, and the Anfwers he gives to the Obje€tions that might 
be made againft Liberty, without its being neceflary for us te 
infift on them. 














M. Fagquelot isnot fatisfied with the ways alledged by Mr. Bay/e, 
to difingage a Man from an Equilibrium, when there is nothing 
on the part of the Objetts that determines him to chufe one fide 
father than another, and propofes the following Medium. Sup- 

fays he, a Man fhould ufe the Power he has over him- 

elf, by making this Argument, that he ought to turn to the 

Right or to the Left, not by reafon of any difference that ‘he 
obférves in the Obje&t, but for this Reafon, that its better to turn 
to that fide, than die of Hunger. M. Fague/ot catefully difpels 
all the Clouds which he accufes his Adveriary, of having drawn 
over this matter. :

Then he fhows the Excellency of a free Being, and maintains, 
that fomething would be wanting to the Perfettion of the Uni- 
verfe, if God had not created fuch an one. This is the impene- 
trable Armour that we ought to make ufé of, to repulfe all the 
attacks that are made againft the Creation and-againtt Providence, 
which induced the Manicheans to broach. the Dottrine of-the 
two firft Principles or Original. Beings. 


In this place our Author refutes thofe.who fay, that tho” they 
can’t conceive that a Body. iscapable of thinking, yet they don’t 
know, but the Power of God could form a Body that might think. 
Our Author pretends, that fuch an Opinion would open a Door 
for the rankeft Pyrrhonifm. He maintains, that when we treat 
of things. of feveral kinds, the only way we have to affure us that 


one is not the other, is precifely the fame that wehave hitherto 


usd to affure our felves that the Soul andithe Body are two Sub- 
{tances effentially diftin@, two Things muft be included under 
one Kind, if we would find a formal Contradi€tion in them, and 
we fhould {eek it in vain in Things of a different Kind. When 
Things have nothing. common, it’s fufficient to form ademon- , 
{tration of the difference of their Nature, to fhow, that the Pro- 
perieties, Effe€&ts, and Idea’s that we have.of one of thefe Objeats, 
have nothing conformable nor common with the Proprieties, 


= and Idea’s of the other Subject. We cannot go any fur- 
t er. 


M. Facquelot confefles, that the Objeftion taken from Beafts 
is of great weight; but after having thoroughly examin’d it, he 
thinks it the fureft way to deny that they have any fort of Know- 
ledge. I mutt obferve however, that this is the Opinion leaft 


follow’d, and that Defcartes had never perhaps fewer Follows 
on this Head than at prefent. were aaa rod 


Our Author enters afterwards. into the Examination-of the 
Queftion, about the Origine and Caufe of Evil, He fpeaks firlt of 


Moral. 











for ffebsuaty; 7765. 83 
Moral Evil or Sin; and asks, 1. Why God form'd Man capable 
to offend him, and to Sin? 2. Why he created him with that 


«fatal Power, of making himfelf eternally Miferable, becaufé of 


his Sins. The Principle he makes ufe of; to anfwer thofe impor- 
tant Queftions- is, that an Intelligent and Free Being is the moft 
perfect of all Beings, that the Power of God, how infinite foever, 
could Form. We may eafily perceive that this Principle will 
furnifh him with abundance of Anfwers to the two Queftions 
juft now mention’d. He denies, among othef things, that the 
bad Ufe which Men might -make of their Free Will, fhould have 
hinder'd God to make a free Creature. 


As to Phyfical Evil, M. Faquelor does alfo raife 4 Obje&tions 
and gives diftin& Anfwers to them. 1. The Evils which honelt 
Men fuffer. 2. Thof€ which Children fuffer. 3. The Suffering 
of Beafts. 4. The Eternal Torments prepared for the Impeni- 
tent. One of the Principles he lays down for folving all thofe 
Difficulties is, that God governs Nature by the fimple Rules of 


- Motion, by virtue of which all that happens in the Univerfe is 


roduc’d. His Wifdom does not allowhim to change them, or 

op their Courfé without very {trong Reafons beyond al! Excepti- 
on. Asto Children who die in their Infancy, they thail be glori- 
oufly recompenfed for what they have fuffered, by the Happineis 
with which they fhall be honoured, which is the Fruit of the 
Death of Jefus Chrift, of which they did not make themfélves 
unworthy. As to Beafts, we mutt firft fhew that they are fenfi- 
ble of Sorrow, and though they fHould it were eafie to fhew, 
that what they fuffer is only with a View to-their own Profit, 
and for their Prefervation. :

As to the Pains®f the Wicked, before we make any Difficuhty 
about it, we muft know the Nature of it. Befides it may be 
perhaps agreed, that it was not juft to make them Bleffed, and 
who knows but the Refle€tions which they make upon-the lofs 
“of this Bleffednefs will be the moft confiderable part of their 
Punifhment. | -

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next place M. Fague/ot confutes the Obje€tions advanc’d: 
in ne of io two Printipi of the Mancihees. The Princi- 
ples which he has laid down as abovemention’d are almoft fufi- 
cient for that, and the attentive Reader may eafil make the Ap- 
lication. M. Boyle fays our Author was fo fenfible that the Li- 
berty of Man being once eltablifh’d, all thofe Difficulties va- 
nifh, that he has made uf of his utmoit Efforts to ‘oy that 
Liberty. And M. Faguelor on his fide has omitted nothing that 
can be {lid tor it. The Publick muft weigh the Reafons on both 
(des. Our Author thews us, that this Liberty is neither oppo- 
Gite to the Decrees nor to the Preftience of God. He ftrongly 
maintains the Efficacy of Second Caufes, and fhews, That if 
Creatures had no Efficacy, there would be nothing to be admir'd 
in the Works of God, all muft fall like an enchanted Palace, 
and we {hould return to our Original Nothing. The Terms ot 
Creatures, Animal and Inanimal, unmoveable or capable of Mo- 
tion, Brutal or Intelligent, Neceffary or Free, all this would be 
nothing but Sound. God muft do all things always, and on eve- 
ry Occafion. The Sun would fhine no more than the Earth, a 
Man would reafon no more than a Stone. Thefe Reafonings of 
our Author deférve to be well weigh’d, fince it contradiéts that 
Maxim of fo many Learned Men, That Prefervation is a conti: 
nuéd Creation. 


After this he comes to fhew the ufé of Reafon in Religion, to: 
Antwer the Difficulties propos’d by Mr. Bayle in his Article o 
Pyrrbon. It’s a fort of Recapitulation and Explanation of what 
our Author has faid in the remaining part of his Work. He 
fhews next, how we may reconcile that which is Neceflary with 
that which is not Free. As to the Difputes about Predeftination.

Fo/ieta tells us in his Preface, that the 
reafon of his undertaking that Work, was to obviate the Opinion 
of feveral Perfons, that becaufe the Republick of Genoa feems 
to be wholly taken up with their Trade, that Country produces 
none but Men of fordid Spirits, addi&ted to filthy Zucre, and 
by confequence none of the firft rate Genius, who are born for 
gteat Things and for the Honour of their Country, and raifé — 
themfelves by their Merit above other Men. The Republick of — 
Holland, which fubfifts only by Trade, and has neverthelef$ pro- 
due’ fuch great Men both for Learning and Arms, is enough to — 
convince Men of the Falfhood of thofe Prejudices complain’d of 
by Folieta. Nature is not exhaufted, the will always produce — 
‘Men of diftinguifhing Merit in all Places where Liberty reigns, 
where Senfé and Merit are not accounted Crimes, and where 
‘Sovereigns value themfelves upon rewarding Vertue. But inall 
thofe Places where Merit brings a Man in Trouble, and where 
a brutifh Inclination to Vice is the way to Advancement, We . 
thall never find any thing but worthlef$ Fellows, who are not _ 
only a Reproach to their Country, but to Mankind. This is

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Men of Worth, whereas.formerly they abounded with them, 
But let Liberty and Reward be reftored, ‘and Men allowed to 
cultivate their Minds, and purfue Merit, then fhall thofe Times 
we {peak of return, which was call’d the Age of Hero’s, 


Our Author begins with the Elogia of the famous Gerve/e, 
who by their Piety and Miracles have attain’d to Canonization, 
but left his Legend fhould be irkfome to his Reader, he com- 
prehends all the Saints of his Country in two {mall Collumines. 
From thence he goes to his Country-men that have been Popes, 
and who have been famous for War; on which Head he tells 
| usof A€tions, which are equal to thofe of the greateft Hero’s 
. of Antiquity. He comes next to Cardinals, to thofé who have 
_ diftinguifh’d themfelves by Arts and Sciences ; .and concludes 


™ with thofe who have acquir’d great Riches or gfeat Authority. 








© His Chara&ters are fhort, nor does he pretend to.the full Hftory 
of thofe Perfons he mentions, becaufe he could not be furnifh’d 
_ with Memoirs for the moft part of themat leaft. He gives 
us ina few words fome of the good Qualities, or fine A&ti- 
ons by which thofé he {peaks of have diftinguifhed themfelves. 
He concludes. ordinarily with Verfes in their Commendation, 
compofed fometimes by himfelf and fometimes by others, and 
among them, there are fome very good, which aré worth our 


reading: 


Speaking of the famous Chriftfopber Columbus, he. fays, we 
may very well-allow him the Glory of havigg difcover’d two 
Worlds; that is to fay;the difcover’d America to us, and our 
World to America, and that as he furnifh’d us with means to © 
make Advantage of*the Riches of America, he furnifh’d them .

3. The next Entertainment is the League of the Chriftians 
againit Se/im li, theEmperor of the Turks; feveral Expeditions 
into Africa and the Siege of Ma/tha. Paul Foheta, Brother to 
Hubert, dedicated this Work to Philip Il. of Spaiz. This War 
again{t the Turks lafted only three Years, but fo ‘full of great E- 
vents as to make it worthy ourAuthor’s Pen. He.takes care in 
a fpecial manner, to give a good Defeription of the famous Bat- 


tle of Lepanto, where the Chriftians obtain’d {0 compleat a Vi- ' 


tory over the Turks, that Selim did not think himfelf in fafety 
| at 
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at oe age op. fo that in all paobability they might have ta. 
ken that great great City, had they known how to improve 
their Victory. 


The other Expeditions accounted for here are that of Tripoi?, 
undertaken by Jobs de /a Carda, Duke of Medina Celi, and Vice- 
Roy of Sicily at the Solicitation ‘of Francis Partfor, Great Ma- 
{ter of Ma/tha, and by the Order of Phiip Il. of Spain, but 
without fuccefs: That of Oraz comes next, which the Turks 
had befieged in 4556. but were fore’d by the Spaniards to raife 
it with fhame. Then follows that of Penon de Velez, which 
Don Garcias de Toledo retook from the Moors in 1564.. Next 
we have that of Tuxis, which the Turks retook from the Spani- 
ards, thro’ the rs gore of the Council of Spain, and the laft is 
the Siegs of Alaltha by the Army of Se/im If.

tion that were unknown tothe Ancients, and cannot be writ ia 
Aein Language. | 
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‘That he had not neceflary Vouchers for writing a Hiftory; 
Mibinercrs = been witnefs to the moft part of the Things he 
writes, nor been Mafter of the Secrets of the Cabinet, fo as to 
be able to enter into the Motives of Sovereigns, which occa- 
fions him frequently to afcribe their Defigns to. fuch Things as 
had no Foundation but.his.own Fancy. 


3, That in his Hiftory he makes ufe.of dire&t Harangues,which 
is # Offence againft Truth that ought to be the Soul of Hi- 
ftory. 


Folieta fays he anfwered: the farft Obje€tion in his Treatife of 
the Use and Excellency of the Latin Tongue and for the An- 
fwer to the other two, we muft referr to his Works, after taking: 
Notice’ of his Declaration, that he believes no Body ever 
took more pains than he did to be well inform’d of the Truth of 
the Matters of Fatt, which he has related. 


The third Treatife explains the Aggrandifement of the Turks, 
and the formidable Power to which they are rais’d. His’ —) 
on of that Matter, in fhort, is this, that they obferve the:Prin- 
ciples of their Religion much better than the Chriftians; that by” 
Confequence they are more obedient to their Sovereigns,and more 
{ubmiflive and exact in obferving the Orders of their Magiftrates. 
They believe that the Death of each particular Perfon is fix’d 
by an Eternal Decree, fo that nothing can haften or: delay. the 
time, This makes them expofe themfélves to the greateft Perils 
with Intrepidity, being perfuaded, that-if their time be. come, 
they muft die in their Bed as well as inthe Field of Battle, and: 
if their Hour be not come, there’s nothing can hurt them.. Fodi- 
eta fays, that inhis time the Military Difcipline of the Turks 
was exact, whereas there was little or nothing of it in the Chri- 
ftian Armies; but the Face of Affairs is much chane’d fince. He 
adds, that the Turks underftood the Art of Reward and Puni(h- 
ment much better than Chriftians, and that the Turks having 


almoft 
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almoft no other}way to advance themfelves but byArms,we are not 
to wonder that they applied themfelves carefully to the Art of 
War. Thefe are the Caufes to which our Author afcribes the 
Aggrandifement of the Turks, but we may be flure they are nei- 
ther the only nor the principal Caufes, and that they are rather 
to be fought for in the Condition of the People, whom they 
fubdued, than in their own Valour and Conda&, cho’ ir 
is not to be denied but thefe had their fhare. } 


The fourth gives us the Defcription of the Palace of the 
Cardinal Hippolito d’ Eft at Tivol. 


The fifth is an Elogium of the City of Naples. 


The fixth is about certain Things which Ar:fforle seprehends 
in Plato. 


He fhews that the former wasin the wrong to fay, that Com-

But Plato is alfo blam’d, that when he brought in a Commu- 
nity of ‘Goods, that to obvate all manner of Difputes, he did 
not alfo introduce an Equality of Conditions and Hononrs, fince 
Ine vi in that refpect is at leaft as dangerous as Inequality 
In cifate. 


~The feventh examines the Maxim of Polbims, thar Trach is 
the fame. with refpe& to Hiftory as Straighine/s with#efpect to 
a Rule. Vf a Rule be not {traighr, fet it be of Silver or Gold, 
; , M 2 1t 
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it is not a Rule, but if it be ftraight it is a Rule, tho’ only of 
Wood or Iron; fo if a Hiltory be not truc, it 1S not a ory, 
how excellent foever it may be for the Matter, but if it be true, 
iris a Hiftoty, whatever be the Subje&t, and in what manner fo- 
evet it be treated. _ Fo/iere agrees to the Truth of the Maxim at 
bottom, but gives Uscthe Reafons alfo of thofe who are of the 
contrary Opinion, which, he fays, are not defpifeable, and that: 
the Comparifon made by Polpbius is not exact. 


After Folictas Works, we have the Hiftory of the War betwixt 
the Spaniards and Genoefe, which lafted from 1412 to 1444. 
{¢ was wrote by Fames Bracelli, mention’d as the Author of two 
Pieces in the firft Part of this firft Tome. This Author writes 
well. <Auguftin Fuftinian, Bifhop of Nebbio, who dedicated 
the fame, tells us, that Philip Bervald compares his Stile to Ce- 
fare. His Hiftory contains Things of great Importance, fuch as 
‘the deliverance of Bonifacio, in the Ifle of Corfica, when it was. 
befieg’d and reducd to great Extremity by the Spaniards. The. 
famous Sea-fight betwixt the Spaviards and Genoefe, wherein 
the former were defeated, and the Kingsof Arragon and Navar- 
ve, with the principal Lords of their Court made Prifoners. The 
Differences betwixt Gezoa and the Duke of Mi/an, whofe Yoke 
the Genoefe fhook off at laft' The taking of Naples by the 
fame King of Arragon, and feveral other confiderable Event 
which are worth the Readers Knowing. This Hiftory is divided. 
into five Books: At the End there’s an Infcription of a Copper- 
Plate, found in the Territory of Gewoa in 1506, containing a 
Decifion by Roman Commiffaries, of a difference betwixt the 
Genocfe and Viturians, This Judgment was pronounc’d in the 
Year, of Rome, 637, that is to fay, 117 Years before Jefus 
Chriit, as appears by the Confuls, Ceci/ius and Matius, therein 
nam’d. This Monument is very curious. We are inform’d. 
o among other things, how the Latins fpell’d in thot 
imes. 


Next to thefe Annals of Gezoa comes the Hiftory of Fames 
Bonefadio, he begins where Folieta ended; that is, ins 528, 
when that Kepublick recover’d its Liberty, and he concludes in. 
3550. | fia Hiftory is fhort, though divided into five Books. 
The Author makes fome Digteffions, but fhort.and fuitable to: 


his. 
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his Subje&t. His Harangues are neither fo frequent nor folarge 
a§thofe of Folietc. Bonfadio was Hiftoriographer tO the Re- 

blick of Genoa,. and had all the Qualifications tequifite for 
uch an Imployment.. He fpoke in his Hiltory too Satyrically 
of fome Families, and rais’d himfelf potent Enemies, . who fe- 
folv’d his Ruine. They accus’d him of an infamouS Crime, 
which was fworn againft him, upon which he wds condemn’d 
to be burnt, as fome fay he was: But others fay he was or- 
dered to be beheaded. Bonfadio affefted Wit too much, which 
fometimes leads him into Thoughts that have very little Soli- 
dity, as may be feen by his long Comparifon betwixt a. Gte- 
nado and well govetn’d Kepublick. He is however a good 
Author, who juitly deferves the Commendation given him by 
many Learned Men. 


Bonfadio is follow’d by Ferome Marinis,; who treats of the’ 
Domain, of the Government, Power, and Dignity of the Re- 
publick of Genoa. This Book was printed firft about 1666, 
and fince that Kepublick, whofe Government was formerly 
very fubje&t to Revolution, has fcarce been any thing changed 
fince that Time, by reading this Book, which ma om done in 
three or four Hours time, a Man may be fiuffieiently in-. 
firn€&ted in all that relates to that Government. 


There’s nothing more extravagant than the Author’s Epiftle 
Dedicatory to the Bleffed Virgin; it looks as if he had a de- 
fign not to contradiét the Maxim, that in order to make a- 
good Dedication, a Man ought to be well inftruéted in the Art 
of Lying. He not only tells the Virgin, “ That fhe com-’ 
“ mands all the Earth, that the hold the Scepter of Heaven, . 
“ that it is fhe who governs the Thunder of the Almighty, at 
“ the hearing of which the Celeftial Spirits, the Vertues and 
“ the Powers aflemble, but concludes: with faying, That. 
* if to ferve God be to Reign, to ferve her who is the Mother 
* of God is fomething. greater and more glorious.. This bla- 
fphemous Dedication is approved-alfo: by a Divine. The Book’. 
it felf is: very ufeful. however. for. thofe. who would undesftand *- 
the Republick of Genoa, . 
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He tells us, that before the Plague in 1657, there were 
100000 Inhabitants in that Town, that half of them were 
cut off by that terrible Diftemper, and that 7 Years after the 
Number increas’d again to 70000. 


Thofe who would have a more petfe&t knowledge of that 
Republick, may read the Work which follows it, compofed by 
Peter Birant, it isa Differtation upon the State and Form of 
the Government. This Author has colletted the new Laws 

‘a which the Ambafladors of the Pope, of the Emperor, and of 
Bis: the King of Spain gave to that Republick the 17th of March . 
at Ay, 1576. This is the laft Work of the firft Tome. We thall 
give an Account of the reft afterwards.

: very Title Page of this Treatife is fo large, that we 
thought fit to curtail it with feveral & ceferas, left we 
fhould foreftall our Bufinefs as Journalifts. Wetherefore thal 
son tothe Treatife it felf ; and here the very Nature of itis 
ch,as will not admit of a Regular Abridgment. The Hiftory of 
thofe Melancholy and dark-Times (of which the Author, 
whofe Work lies now before us, gives us am Account) has-been 
tranfmitted to us by fo many Eminent Hands, particularly by 
that faithful Writer the Lord Clarendon, that a Man muft bea 
very Bad Subject to the prefent Eftablifhment, who'can hate 
the Treafon, and at the fame time love the Fraytor.

After this Aion, King Charles having fettled the Affairs of 
his Army, return’d to Oxford, where he found it neceflary {pee- 
dily to prepare to take the Field, to oppofe Effex and Waller, 
who were then Recruiting their Armies. Accordingly he made 
a Recefs of the Meeting of the Lords and Commons Affembled 
in Parliament at. Oxford ; and difmifs’d them with a Speech, 
which is there inferted at large, and which we think too long 
to be admitted into this Paper. Let it be only obferv’d, That 
in the General, he recommends to them all the fame Zeal and 
Affe&tion to Him and their Country, as had brought them thi- 
ther.

fence of their Religion, Laws, and Liberties; which being.

After our Author has given us an Account of the TranfaGi- 
ons in the Welt, he thinks himfelf at Leifure to take a Profpe& 
of his Majefties Affairs in the Eaft, and to obferve what Waller 
liad done fince he laft. mention’d him, who was join’d by A%id- 
dleton’s Horfe about Shaftsbury, to hinder the Advance of the 
Royalifts, and to make upa full Body. to falute them before 
they made their Winter Quarters: Afanchefler, at the fame 
time, with at leaft 5000 Horfe and Foot, was come as far as 
Reading, with DireGtions to joyn with Waller.. This (fays our 
Author) was the Condition of the Rebels Forces; whereon he 
obferves, “* That if the Royalifts had aot refted a Day after 
“* the Blocking up of Plimexth, and getting their Foot together ;,.

Upon thefe, and other 
Confiderations, ic was thought beft to Attack fome of the Re- 
bels, before they were all joyn’d. 


- Accordingly it was refolv’d to beat up Waller’s Quarters at 
“Andover, but the ftay of Prince AZaurice’s Foot, would proba- 
bly have hindred that defign (fays Sir Edward) had not.Gene- 
ral Goring entred the Town, and follow’d them in their Rear. 
But the Night favour’d the Rebels, and gave them Opportunity 
ini this Terrour, to fly thro’? Whitchurch to Bafing and Newberry. 
Phis SuceefS\caus’d the fpeedy. Advance of the King’s Army ; 
which out Hiftorian tells us, was by,fome efteem’d the firft and 
aoly.Errorthat had beea committed fiace.bis Majefty left ,Ox- 
ferd, For now (fay he) the Royalifts wereengag’d,.and could 
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not in Honour Retreat, neither could they give: any, Relief to 
Bafing, the Rebels then lying aboutit. As for Banbury (adds 
he) the King’s Army might as well have endeavoured to raife 
that Siege by Forces fent from -Avdover ; and Dennington then 
needed not any Afliftance, the Rebels being drawn from thence 
the Friday before; however he concludes, that nothing bug 
the Confequence made this an Overfight. ; 


After this, the Author, according to promife, inferts fome 
Paflages of the Siege of Dennington-Cajtle, and the Difcreet and 
Gallant Behaviour of the Governour, Lieutenant Colonel Bois; 
That Siege was begun by Colonel Horton, Sept.29. who being 
denied the Caftle, made his Approaches, rais’d a Battery, and 
plyed. it fo with his great Canon, that after twelve Days con 
tinual Shooting, he had overthrown three Towers, and a part 
of the Wall. Then he fummon’d it again, having receiv’d Ad- 
dition of Force from Manchefter : His Summons, and the Go- 
vernor’s An{wer, he thought very properto be inferted to te- 
ftifie the Infolence of the Colonel, and the Difcreet. Courage 
and Refolution of the Governour. 


But neither Horton’s Attacks, nor Manchefter himfelf coming 
before it, could difhearten the Befieged, but they held ous to 
the laft, and the Rebels were forc’d to break up from before the 
Place, having in nineteen Days fpent a Thoufand great Shot, 
and done very little Hurt to the Defendants. yet 


The moft material. TranfaGtion that happened in the latter 
part of Oftober, was the Fight at Newberry, where the Rebels 
firftappear’d, and his Majefty ated upon the Defenfive. part. 
But not to weary our Reader with along and trifling Account 
of the Pofition of the two Armies, and their Engagement, ’tis . 
enough to obferve ; that our Author fays, “* That this was the 
** lait AGion of thetwo Armies; But which of them had the 
“better of the Day, will be a very difficult matter to-decide. 
Let this be as it will, the King drew off his Forces, which 
fafely retreated to Wallingford. The Earl of Brainford. having 
receiv'd a Wound in his Head, ftay’d ia Dennington:Caftley whi- 
ther the Rebels, being firft. poffefled of Newberry; fent a Sum- 
mous to have that place deliver’d ; but neither General Brain- 
ford, nox Sir John Boys, would hearken to any of their Propoli- 
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tions ; which fell from one degree to another, to be more rea- 
fonable. ) 


For firft they fummoned it to be delivered, elfe they would 
not leave one Stone upon another : To which Sir John Boys 
made this apt Anfwer ; “* That if they did, he was not bound 
“ to Repair it; but however (by God’s Affiftance)-he would 
* keep the Ground.” Then they offer’d him to depart with 
Arms ; and laftly, with all the Arms, Artillery, and Am- 
munition then in the Caftle : “To which he replied, “ That 
* he had fent fo many Anfwers, that he wondred they were 
© vet unfatisfied ; therefore he will’d them to take this his 
 faft Anfwer, That his Sacred Majefty had entrufted that 
“ Place fy his Cuftody, and though they would give him Li- 
“ berty to take with him whatever was in the Caftle, and if 
“© noffible, to carry the Caftle it felf away, yet would he not 
" forfake his Ground ; but till his Majefty who fent him thi- 
** ther, fhould command him theace, he was refolv’d to live 
* and die in the Place. ” ; 


The Rebels being thusdeny’d, and afterwards repuls’d in an 
Attack, which they made, whereia their Commander who led 
them on, was flain, retir'd, being then hopelefs of gaining 


that Place. 


Having thus enlarg’d on the Affairs of the two Armies, du- 
ring the Month of O¢tober, our Author goes on to Account for 
the TranfaGions of Nevember 5 on the firft of which, his Maje- 
fty march’d from Cirencefter towards Burford, and by the way 
had notice, That General Gerrard, and Sir Marmaduke Lang- 
dale, with a Force of about 4000 Horfe and Foot, would Quar- 
ter that Night at Stow. Whereupon to give the more Eafe to 
the Troops, and to make Preparations for the March to New- 

, his Majefty left his Force at Burford, and went himfelf 
with his own Troop and Servants to Oxford. Here he confer’d 
the Hononr of Knighthood on Colonel Gage for his Services; 
and then gave Thanks to all the Lords, and others‘of hisCoune - 
cil, who with fo much Wifdom and Vigilance, had manag’d his 
Majefty’s Affairs fince his Departure. After this, Preparati- 
ons were made fpeedily to take the Field; A new Train of Are 
tillery was form’d, and a Rendezvous of the whole Body of his 


Army, 
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Army, mafe on Burlington-Green, which at leaft amounted to 
6000 Foot, and s000 Horfe. Then enfued a fecond Fight at 
Newberry, wherein the King had the Advantage; for the Rebets- 
were forc’d to retire ; Dennington-Caftle was Reliev’d ; Prepa- 
rations were made for the Relief of Bajixg, but the Rebels were 
gone from it before Colonel Gage came thither. In the mean 
time his Majefty return’d to his Refidence in Oxford, where he 
continued with as much Honour and Safety as the jViolence 
ass Oppreflion of fo Univerfal a Rebellion would give him 
eave, 


In the next place we have an Account of the Unfortunate 
Succefs of his Majefty’s Army and Affairs in the Year 1645. 
But here we ftop, not thinking it convenient at this time to 
enter upon fo Dark and Melancholy a Scene, referving that, 
Fie rs other Particulars, to be accounted for in our next 

urnal.

After Mr. Hearne had fiaith’d his Edition ofe Evtropius, 
(whereof we have given an Account in our Jenrnal for 
the Month of February the laft Year) he intended immediately 
to have went upon Livy ; (which to the Wonder of feveral Per- 
fons) never came yet from the Theatre Prefs. But he was for — 
the prefent diverted from that Defign, by his Worthy and 
Learned Friend Dr. Hedfon, who informed him, That there 
heing divers Defeés and Omiflions in the Oxfard Edition of Fue -- 
ftin’s Epitome of Trogus, and that of Grevims, notwithftanding 
the Beauty of the Letter; being very badly correéted, it might . 
be acceptable to the World, to have it more accurately and 
exactly ‘performed. Having look’d into the Manufcripts, he 
found that the Doctor was much in the right; andtherefore he 
-prefently Compart’d the feveral Copies, to be met with in Ox- 
ford, anew; twoof which, wz. onein New, and another in 
Corpus Chrifti College Libraries, feem to be much more Valua- 
ble, than any of thofe made ufe of by Dr. Maar Voffius at Rome, 
and elfewhere, notwithftanding that Great Man had but a mean 
Opinion of them, when they were cry’d up foon after the for- 
mer Oxford Edition came out. Mr. Hearne having done with — 
this part of the Work, found it neceflary to read over the Notes 
and Obfervations of fuch as had writ upon Ju/tin s from whence 
mS tera with due Ackuowledgment, whatever ferv’d to 
the: Eext. When he hadsmade thefe Colle@ions, and 
added-divers Conjectures befides, which had not appeat’d in 
any other Edition, he put the Book into the Prefs,-takiag care 
taat the various Readings and Emendations fhould be put all: 
along ~ 
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along at the Bottom of the Page, and an Accurate Chrokology 
in the Margin drawn up by the Right Reverend the prefent 
Lord Bifhop of Worcefer. At the end he has annexed the old 
Prologues to Trogus, which being written by an Anonymous Au- 
thor, before the Original was loft, difcover feveral Particu- 
lars not mention’d by Fu/fin ; and upon that Account it would 
have been unpardonable, to have left them out in this Edition. 
It were wifh’d there had been Gny good Copy to have corrected 
the many Errorsin them; but there being an Exa& Agreement 
in all the Manufcripts, we may defpair of having a true Edition 
of them ; and therefore our Editor has thought fit to Print 
them as they were Publith’d by Bongarfius, whofe Conjeétures, 
with thofe of other Learned Men, -he has faithfully fub- 


joyn’d. 


To the Notes which corre& the Text, Mr. Hearne has made 
fome Additional ones, containing divers Curious Obfervations 
for Illuftrating the Authors, whereof we fhall give four or five 
as a Specimen, that the Reader may be excited to perufe the 
whole himfelf. | 


(1.) Whereas Fu/tin, in the firft Chapter of the ninth Book, 
tells us, That Byzantium or Conftantinople, was firft built by Pax- 
fauias King of Sparta; *tis very plain, that it’s‘a grand Mi- 
ftake : For Stephanus Byz. and other Authors tell us, *twas‘firft . 
founded by Byzas, tho’ not before the Times of Tro), asa cer- 
tain namelefs Greek Author in Manufcript in the Bodleian Libra- 
ry affirms; who neverthelefs is exact in making a A4egarean Co- 
lony to be brought hither; but whether twas done by cjp/elus, 
or no, as he infinuates, without mentioning his Authority, is 
very uncertain.

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In the eighth Chapter of the twelfth Book, amongft the- 
Psa Cities built by Meacede the Great, is reckon’d one call’d 
Bucepbaley which is Named by the Anonymous Greek Author 
of the Life of Alexander, not yet Printed, Alexandria, as ap- 
pears from a large Fragment of the faid Book, publifh’d in the 
Notesof Berkelins upon Stephanus Byz. This has given Mr. Hearne 
occafion to tran{cribe a large Paflage out of an Ancient Latin 
Manulcript io the Publick Library at O.ford,containing a Rela- 
tion of the A@s of Alexander ; but being very Fabuloms and Bar- 
barous, he did not think it fit to publifh the whole, as he once 


defign’d. 


(3.) In the fecond and third Chapters of the twenty fourth 
Book, Jufin gives us a particular Relation of Prolemeus Mace- 
do's. Marrying his own Sifter 4vfince, which is confirm’d from: 
a curious Gold Coyn inthe Archives of the Bodleian’Library, .

Another Favour granted him by the King, was his being 
made Provoft of King’s College in Cambridge, by his Majefty’s 
Special AZandamus, directed to the College (upon Day’s Refig- . 
nation) to ele& him their Provoft. The Statutes of the Col- 
lege were againft him 5 and therefore the 24andamus ran to di- - 
{fpenfe with three Qualifications requir’d tn a Provoft of this 
College, viz, to be a Do&or, 4 Prieft, and ofthe Foundation. . 
Which the. Fellows (fays- our ‘Author) would fcarcely have 
complied with, had it not happen’d at that time, when the U- 
niverfity wanted fome notable Reformers, and in refpeét of the 
Extraordinary Perfon recommended to them,’ fo eminent for- 
his Vertue and his Learning, and with fome regard ‘alfo to his - 
Greatnefs at-Court. ‘Accordingly he was chofen by the Vice- 
Provoft and Fellows, and held the-Place about five Years, till 
the beginning of Queen Mary, when being found tardy, he was

King Edward likewife’ expreli’d his Giatitude to cheke, by. 
beftowing comfiderable Lands and Lordfhips upon him, ae yx r

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of fuch as fell to the Crown, by the Diffolution of Religious 
Houfes, Colleges and Chantries. : 


In the third Chapter, our Authur in Nine Se&ions traces 
Cheke from his Retirement to Cambridge, to his receiving the 
Honour of Kaighthood. 


In the firft Se&tion, we are inform’d of Cheke’s Retirement 
to Cambridge, the beloved Place of his Nativity and Education, 
and fettling himfelf in his Provoftfhip lately granted him: 
Whither it feems he gladly withdrew from the Court and all 
its gay, but ticklifh Splendors, and the Frowns cs well as the 
Flatteries of it; the former whereof he had lately experienc’d. 
Here he is bufie, in Order to his Refidence, in fitting up his 
Chamber and Study: And fends toa Friend of his at Londow, 
to convey down to him feveral Yards of printed Buckram, to 
to lay between his Books and the Boards of his Study. He was 
it feems now under fome Cloud at Court, which he teftified ia 
very pathetical Terms toa Friend of his. However his Dif- 
grace did not laft loag, for he afterwards had the Honour to 
be Nominated (among other Perfons of great Note) one of the 
Commifioners for Vifiting the Univerfity of Cambridge, The 
Difputations that were now perform’d before the Vifitors, ‘the 
Correftion-of Superftitious Practices, the Furtherance. of the 

‘Kings good Proceedings, the reforming of the old Statutes of 
Houfes, manag’d and provided for by Cheke and his Fellows 
Care, our Author leaves*thefe things to be related by other 
Hiftorians, and paffes onis**" sa : 

In the next Se@tion, briefly to account for a Book of Cheke’s, 
Intitled, The Hurt of Sedition: How grievous *tis to a Cominone 
wealth; and the Running Title of it, The true Subjef to the Re- 
bel. \¢ was fram’d by way of Addrefs from himfelf to the Re- 
bels in Devon and Norfolk. And as there were two Sorts of 
thefe Mutineers who pretended two Virtuous Canfes for their 
Complaints, viz. reftoring the old Popifh Religion, which was 
the Cry of thefe in the Weft; and thofe in Norfolk and Suffolk 
would have Amendment in the Commonwealth; that the 
Gentlemen ot be putinto Places of Honour and’ Truff, 
and the poor Gétimons partake of noneof thefe Benefits and - 
Advancements; but that all’ Ranks of People fhowld be 
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brought to an equal Level. . The Unreafonablenefs of thefe ° 
Demands, Sir John Cheke remonftrated in the Anfwers he ef 
turn’d to both. | 

This Book was it feems reprinted Anno 1576) as a feafonable 
Difcourfe upon the, Apprehenfion of Tumults, by Malecontents 
at Home, or Renegadoes Abroad. Hoilingfhed thought fit to 
add it in his Chronicle there, where he fpeaks of this Re- 
bellion. And fince that, DoGtor Gerard Langham of Oxford, a- 
bout the Year 1641. publifh’d the Book once again, intending 
it for the Ufe and Confideration of the. Rebels againft King . 
Charles 1. in the time of the Civil Wars. 


. Weare told alfo (fays.Mr. Strype), that about thefe times 
Cheke penned and perhaps:publifh’d feveral other learned and 
nfeful Traé&s both for Church and State: And whereas Thirty 
twoCommiflioners (confifting of an equal Number of Bifhops, 
Divines, Civilians and Common-Lawyers) were appointed for- 
the examining the old Ecclefiaftical Law-Books, and drawing - 
thence:a Body of good and wholefome Laws for the Govern- 
ment of the Church, and Decifion of other Civil Matters, | 
Cheke.was named one of the Eight Divines feleéted .for this 
great Work. The other Seven Divines joya’d with. him in this 
Commiflion were Taylor-Dean of Lincoln; Dr. Cox, the King’s 
Almoner, and oneof his Teachers; Dr. Adatthew> Parker, Ma- 
fter of Benner College, Cambridge, Latimer, afterwards a Mat- 
tyr, Sis Anthony Cook, another of the King’s Inftructers ; Peter 
Martyr, the King’s publick Profeflor.at Ox/ard, and. foannes A 
Lafco, a Noble Man of Pola#d, and Supesintendent of the German 
Congregation in‘ London. With fuch Learned Company was 
Chehe thought fit to be affociated. And again, three Yearsafter,

Body knows what. This Fra@tion employ’d Cheke to obtain a 
Reconciliation for his Wife, and to qualifie the lofty Peerefs’s 
Mind towards her: Whereupon he, takes bis Pen, and with 
Words of the Lowlieft Submiffion, makes his Application to 
her, not in the Jeaft excufing his Wife’s Fault; but only ufing 
Arguments proper to move and mollifie the Dutchefs’s great

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Obligations of Natural Light or Confcience, and finding Start- 
ing Holes to evade the indifpenfibility of Evangelical Stri@tnefs 
and Obedience, may thereby be made fufceptive of any of the 
moft Vitious and immoral Principles that may gratifie and core 
rupt mifguided Nature any thing that may promote a vifible 
and prefent Intereft, or collogue a predominant Luft or Paf- 
fion. Hence itis (concludes he) that they teach the Viola- 
tion of the Decalogue it felf, which comprehends the Love 
of God and our Neighbours: and this he evinces in feveral - 


particulars. 


After this he goes on and fays that to prove that all our ~ 
SeSaries without Exception, are the Fe/uits Tools, and do their 
Work in Chief is a BufinefS of no great Difficulty, were he 
nearer to Books ; however, he hopes to evince it very fatis- 
fatorily with fuch little Helps, as he has at hand. But to 
proceed orderly in this Bufinefs, he finds a Neceflity to remove 
one Objection, which he forefees would be made, as it ap- 
pears in Fair-Warning, cited out of Mr. Baxter's Key for Cafh.

After this the Author haftens to what he propos’d to make 
good more efpecially, o/z. te demonftrate, thas the Presby- 
rerian Faction bave been practis d upon by the Fe/usets, as well 
as other Sects. This he proves from ifeveral Paffages ( too 
long to beinferted) taken out of Pryzas Rome's Mafterpiece, prine 
red 1643. and from Pryans Teftimony, our Author concludes,
